How Radio -Kept Balloon Pilots in 
Touch, With Earth in Recent Race 


W.T.Van Orman, Pilot of 
Goodyear III, Tells of 
His Experiences and the 
Usefulness of Radio in 
Successful Balloon Nav- 
igation. 


different broadcasting points made 

a large contribution to the winning 
of the national elimination balloon 
race, according to Ward T. Van Orman, 
pilot of the Goodyear III, the victorious 
craft. 

Weather reports broadcast to the 
Goodyear III during the trip enabled 
Van Orman to guide his balloon into 
currents that were alvantageous both 
from the standpoint of speed and in 
dodging thunder and snow storms. 


The Goodyear III, one of eight balloons 
entered in the national race at San An- 
tonio, Tex., shoved off late in the after- 
noon of ‘April 23, from Kelly Field. Van 
Orman and C. K. Wollam, his aid, landed 
two days later in Rochester, Minn., a 
distance of 1100 miles covered in 44 
hours in the air. 

The first night out a good deal of static 
was encountered by the pilots, who 
sought to get weather reports and enjoy 
a radio program. It was caused by a 
storm area over Oklahoma. The Good- 
year III was at this time traveling at 
an elevation of about 2000 feet, and the 
pilots observed that as they went higher 
the tendency toward static disappeared. 

By 1:30 ‘on the morning of the 24th 
the static had almost vanished and the 
pilots enjoyed a special program under 
the auspices of the Goodyear Radio Club 
broadcast from WTAM at Cleveland, in 
which their wives talked into the micro- 
phone and members of the Goodyear or- 
ganization sent greetings and messages. 
The orchestral numbers came in clearly 
and much louder than the same music 
does with radio receiving sets that are 
earthbound, Van Orman said. 

While the Goodyear III was passing 
over Kansas City the pilots heard R. S. 
Herman, Goodyear branch manager, 
broadcasting from WHB and sending his 
regards to the  balloonists, who, he 
declared should be somewhere in the vi- 
cinity. This amused the pilots because 
they said, if anyone had been looking at 
the sky at that time the Goodyear III 
would have easily been discernible. This 
radio contact from Kansas City gave 
them information on the landing of two 
of their competitors in the race and also 
gave them the positions of the other con- 
testants, which later proved to be an 
advantage to the pilots of the winning 
craft. 

“It gave us a mighty comfortable feel- 
ing to know that we had contact with

the earth,” said Van Orman, veteran of 


two international and five national bal- 
loon races.” It was a new experi- 
ence to me, because usually, it was 
pretty lonesome when the balloon 
was going along all right in the fly- 
ing days before radio, and a pilot had 
nothing to do for the time being but 
speculate upon what was going on down 
on the earth.”

and to enjoy messages from their friends 
and musical concerts from a number of 
stations, but they also used their set to 
detect the presence of static or elec- 
trical storm areas. In this way they 
were able to locate the direction from 


which a storm was coming and, by con- 
sulting their meteorological charts and 
making calculations with balloonists’ in- 
struments, they sought higher or lower 
air cucrents and were carried around the 
area wW disturvance.

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SUPERDYNE SELECTIVE 
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, By B. D. PHILIPS. 


VERY so often some circuit capt:- 
Eb vates the public fancy and every 

man that can read a circuit throws 
ene together and plays around with it 
until the next one pops cut. Like most 
fans, I heard of the superdyne and, ac- 
eordingly, constructed one. I used the 
very best of parts, even to condensers 
costing $7 apiece. When it was all 
through I turmed on the tubes, and— 
well, most of you know the answer. Vo!- 
ume galore and to Qzre. Without a 
single doubt -it--wag as loud on three 
tubes (UV19$s) on New York City as 
KSD is on a three-tube regenerative se‘. 
On local stuff it was painful—but (and 
there is a but in the euperdyne) this 
“put” is the real trouble. The superdyne 
has plenty of volume but very little se- 
lectivity. You can get distance through 
locals on account of the volume, but the 
second the distance station stops send- 
ing music or talking, the cross-talk from 
the locale just spoils the whole works. 

Being intrigued with the volume of tbe 
set I set about trying to solve the prob- 
lem of its tack of selectivity. , Plate coris 
were substituted and constants changed 
ground completely, even to the extent of 
using as high as 63-plate condensers and 
as low ag 7-plate condensers. With the 
larger condensers it was found necessary 
to use but 2@ turns on both colls, and 
the tuning was so sharp that it was im- 
possible to tune in mest of the locais— 
but estill cross-talk persisted. It 
seemed mo good to vary any one of the 
constants in order to get the degree of 
selectivity needed. ; 

Most fans do not understand why this 
circuit works as it does, gives the wor- 
derful volume that it does and yet lacks 
selectivity. The circuit is primarily an 
old one, not a new one as would be sup- 
posed. The idea has been emplored ¢x- 
tensively in England and also in Franc. 
it was first used in this country by Hart- 
ley and patented by him under Patent 
No. 1,183,875. Primarily it consists of 
balancing an inductance against a capac- 
ity, and so for every minute change im 
cither one or the other there its a cor- 
responding change in the plate curren‘. 
For this reason it extremely critical 
and also marvelously sensitive. The prin- 
cipie of the circuit is fundamentally this: 
The energy in the resonant piate circuit 
is négatively fed back to the resonan: 
grid circuit. When the two circuits are 

1 exact resonance the negative feed back 
is just enough to counteract any positive 
capacity feed back liable to Cause oecil- 
lation, and the circuits in resonance ave 
at their maxima.

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A Method of Effecting Stability and Greater Selec- 
tivity With This Popular Circait. 


original volume was not lest and yet 
the selectivity was improved greatly. It 
entails no‘great expense, and if you have 
your set already wired up it will take 
but a half hour of your time to rewire 
the circuit. In order to make the neces- 
sary changes it is essential to have the 
following additional apparatus: Two 
good i1il-plate vernies condensers, one 
neutroformer style air core transformer, 
ene piece of formica, bakelite or rubber 
tubing 4%4 inches in diameter (inside 
measurement—make sure of this). 

For the benefit of thase who do not 
know the dimensions of the coupler used, 
the following is given. The secondary 
L2 is 42 turns of 22-DSC wire wound on 
a 4-inch tube, 31, inches long. Start the 
winding down one inch from the top 
and tap at 2@ and the last turn. The 
retor consists of 36 turns of the same @ize 
wire wound on a 2%-inch rotor. These 
rotors can be taken from a Pathe coup- 
ler, or the entire coupler can be used, 
just rewinding the secondary and rotor. 
The primary consists of 10 turns of the 
same size wire wound on the larger tube 
and tapped at the eecond. fourth, sixth, 
eighth end last turn. This stands down 
on the bottom of the base and the se-- 
ondary of the coupler is placed inside of 
it. This special winding was found very 
essential to the fimal operation of the 
circuit as the 4-turn aperiodic as origin- 
allv suggested by several writers was one 
of the factors affecting the gelectivity. 


Air Core Transformer Used. 


The final touch to the receiver is the 
use of the neutroformer or air core trans- 
former. Break all the connections t? 
the plate and grid of the two tubes and 
imsert the neutroformer in place of the 
present turned plate coil This is done 
in the following manner: The primary 
is attached to the plate circuit of the 
first tube by connecting the binding post 
marked P to the plate and the post 
marked B plus to negative feedback coil 
and also to the 45-volt B battery feeding 
the radio frequency tube. Then the sec- 
ondary is connected to the second tube 
by connecting the binding post marked 
G to the grid condenser and the bindinz 
post marked F te the filament of the 
second tube. The condenser is connected 
across it in the manner shown, connect- 
ing the rotor of the condenser to the fil- 
ament side so as to obviate the necessity 
of shielding the panel. If the Hammer- 
lund condensers are to be used the front 
panel of the condenser will form the 
shield. as being of metal and of the 
ground potential. the circuit will be ad- 
justed and no capacity effect noticed 
when the hand is removed. 

This completes the remodeling of the 
cireuit amd the @et is now ready to be 
hooked up* with the batteries and the 
amennma and ground. See that a fresh 
45-velt battery is used and that no more 
than 22% volts are tapped off for the 
second or detector tube. The set is now 
ready fer operation. 

To operate this receiver turn up the 
filaments of both tubes until a slight 
hiss is evident. Then set the ewitch of 
the antenna coil on the middle tap i¢ 
turns) and the tap on the secondary coil 
at the 42-turn tap. Bring the tickier

ether. A slight tweet-tweet will be heard 
when the carrier of a station is passe i.

L3 back 
just a slight bk. A decided click will 
be heard and the voice or music will be 
audible. Then vary the condenser on 
the coil L2, moving it forward just a 
slight bit. The music or voice will then 
be heard with wonderful volume, de- 
pending. of course, upon the expertness 
ef the eperater in tuning im the signal. 


This volume can be entirely controlled by 
means of the tickler and can be increased 
to such an extent that it is really too 
leud for the headphones. 
Tunes More Easily Grounded. 

The diagram shows a ground on the 
minus filament side of the circuit. This 
is not always necessary, but in the case 
ef a receiver being located in between 
powerful etations, or one that is located 
within four or five miles of a powerful 
high power transmitter, it will be found 
that the tuning is much easier if the 
ground is made to the minus filament. 
This does not hurt the operation of ths 
receiver at all, and should be tried out 
at any rate before the operator makes 
the real seldered connections. 


One other point of importance in the 
operation of this receiver ie the location 
of the minor troubles that are apt to 
occur if the operator is tackling the 
superdyne for the first time. One of 
these is the apparent inability of the 
tickler to produce the necessary amount 
of feedback to neutralize the regenera- 
tion. In thig case the tickler should be 
piaced a little higher above the second- 
ary coil. This coil seems to work best 
when there is at least a space of 1% 
imches between the bottom coil of the 
retor and the top turn of the secondarr. 
Even finer tuning can be accomplished 
if a space of 2 inches is left, but at this 
point the tuning is so ticklish as to bedy 
capacity that the former spacing should 
be used. If too close coupling is used 
the set will net function ptoperiy at all, 
Ggue to the magnetic coupling between 
the two coils. 

One point that will puzzle most read- 
ers is the use of the grid leak and its 
position in the circuit. In the original 
circuit this leak wag not shown. The 
Writer experimented with one, putting it 
first across the grid condenser. This did 
not produce the desired results. so the 
connection shown was used. This sta- 
bilized the set considerably and made the 
tuning of distant signals much eagier. 
In the matter of the value of the hak 
i: is best to use a variable one, but if the 
builder dees not desire to purchase that 
trpe ane of 1% megohms can be used. 
The grid condenser C3 sheuld be o23f 
.060235 mfd. 

It is neediess to say that the best of 
apparatus should be used throughou'.

By referring to Figure 1, you will ses 
that Y and Z are small so far as the elec- 
trodes themselves are concerned in the 
(*-299 tubes, but begin to become appre- 
ciable where the leads come close to- 
gether or close to any other conductor, 
grounded or otherwise, in the receiver. 
The effect is to cause high frequency 
losses in plate and grid circuits, thereby 
reducing the natural period of these cir- 
cuits. To counterbalance its effects the 
induction must be cut down elightly for 
a given wavelength and for very short 
waves an tnsufficient amount of induct- 
ance will remain. We therefore cannot 
produce a maximum potential! difference 
in the circuit, the result being a loss in 
efficiency and a limitation of the effec- 
tive wavelength range of the set. 

More important than this is the grid 
plate capacity, which, unfortunately, is 
the greatest of the capacities in a tube 
and, of course, also subject to aggrava- 
tion from improper wiring. Thie is the 
greatest source of trouble in existing re- 
ceivers and accounts for the uncontrol- 
able self-oscillation and general instabil- 
ity prevalent in our sets. To guard 
against the range limitations and general 
high frequency losses like X and Y we 
must be extremely careful to lay out the 
circuits connected thereto properly. 

Figure 2A illustrates the inherent ca- 
pacity, which must not be permitted to 
cause too great a loss, and Figure 2B 
shows the inductive coupling of grid-and 
plate circuits. 

For Figure 2 to become an oscillating 
eircuit, the only requirement necessary is 
a slight additional capacity or slight ad- 
ditional inductive coupling in 2B, 

In keeping these two effects controlled 
the tendency to self-oscillation is materi- 
ally -rreduced, preventing the receiver 
from becoming unstable and spoiling re- 
ception. 

' Therefore, a receiver should be de- 

signed before construction ig attempted, 

adhering to the above precautions as 

well as the use of low capacity and low 

resistance inductances and wire. 
Nucleus of Circauit. 

Referring to Figure 3, we will discuss 
the merits of this circuit ag well as its

Compared with transformer coupling, 
the sensitivity will be found to be fully 
25 per cent superior, tube for tube, than 
than tuned transformers, with regenera- 
tion and selectivity on a par, while the 
ease of adjustment will be found’ much 
euperior. 


The coupling between the aerial and 
sécondary circuit should be quite loose 
to avoid absorption. If honeycombs are 
u@ged the antenna coil should be an L- 
25 and the same coil may apply to the 
detector tickler coil. The radio fre- 
quency tickler can be an L-50@. Slight 
variations from these figures may give 
better results and various combinations 
should be tried. Polarity of the coils is

ts advantages may be summed up 
briefly by stating that the first tube acts 
as a regenerative radio frequency unit 
and the second tube performs the func- 
tion of rectification, each tube acting 
separately, thereby giving maximum effi- 
ciency.

two circuits, which, owing to the _ in- 
equality of their inherent damping, or- 
Cinarily results in the damping of one 
being reduced to zero before an equal 
condition is obtained in the other, re- 
sulting in self-oscillation setting in be- 
fore maximum sensitivity can be ob- 
tained. This is an inherent weakness in 
most regenerative receivers. By the ir- 
troduction of regeneration in either the 
secondary or plate circuit ind&pendentiy, 
thereby enabling the damping in both 
parts of the circuit to be reduced to ap- 
proximately zero, the fu!l benefit of re- 
generation is obtained in either or beth 
circuits simultaneously up to thé point 
of self-oscillation for either tube. 

Using this method, fully 50 per cent, 
Fensitivity can be obtained over that cf 
Figure 3, while the selectivity i# really 
remarkable. The simplicity of operation 
is also remarkable since only two major 
adjustments are necessary, viz.. the con- 
denseéers. 

There is only one drawback to be over- 
come, a slight tendency to instability and 
consequent trickinegss in operation. which 
may in practice sometimes prevent full 
realization of its virtues in other respec - 
and to overcome this drawback a last im- 
provement is necessary. 

Figure & illustrates the circuit which 
hag been developed ae the standard and 
considered the present actne of perfec- 
tion. 

It will be noticed that no potentio- 
meter ie used, thereby avoiding undesir- 
able resistance in the grid circuit. ‘The 
respective plate grid and filament po- 
tentials are readily adjusted, go that any 


very important for proper results. 

To tune in a station it is beet to start 
with a very loose coupling between ail 
three coils and turme the condensérs only 
to the desired signais, then gradually 
tighten the coupling and retune until the 
desired signa! strength ts obtained. Ver- 
nier condensers or non-vernier condens- 
ere with vernier dials should be used for 
distant reception. 


An interesting feature of the circuit is 
the method in which undesired signais 
can be eliminated merely by variation 
of one or the other or both couplings and 
retuning of condensers or vice veria 
without losing signal strength. In other 
circuits loosening the coupling after the 
peak of the curve reduces eignal streng’h 
but here it ix obtained by increasing re- 
generation and resultant resonance. In 
other words, tightening the coupling re- 
eults in increasing the strength of signal 
to the suppression of those that are mot 
desired. When couplings are not tight 
and undesired oscillations are produced, 
they may be controlled or corrected by 
gdjusting the grid potentia! io “nD 
battery tap. if in the first tube, eo that

Radio and Recent Balloon Race ; 


Continued from Page 1 : 


Van Orman’'s radio set was developed 
by the Goodyear III pilot after several 
vears’ experimentation. Before he took 
it up with him in the race he had care- 
fully calibrated and tested it out over a 
period of six months. 

His set weighed only 1§ pounds com- 
plete. The last two of the four dry-cell 
tubes used are reflexed back upon them- 
selves, giving the volume output of six 
tubes. The collector system consisted of 
two wires each 200 feet long suspended 
from opposite sides of the balloon—a dis- 
tance apart of 53 feet, the diameter of 
the balloon. 

The arrangement of the collector sys- 
tem in this manner was necessitated by 
the fact that t he balloon had no 
“ground” connection, and one of the 
wires acted as a counterpoise, the other 
as an aerial. Two sets of head-phones 
were included in the outfit. 

With this radio set the  ballioonists 
heard a total of 16 stations, including 
Los Angeles, Springfield, Mass.; Chicago 
and Davenport. Every station came in 
clear and strong at altitudes varying from 
2000 to 106.000 feet. 

Qne of the four carrier pigeons loaned 
by the army to the Goodyear III pilots 
was released early the morning of the 
second day out, bearing this message:

One of the newer radio theories ad- 
vanced by Van Orman is that to get to 
the real cause of static disturbance in ra- 
dio it is necessary to go back to the real 
causes of storms. 

“We know from the study of metorolo- 
ey that the causes of a storm are tracea- 
ble to the uneven heating of the air 
above the earth's surface. I have found 
that there is a noticeable static forma- 
tion when there is a large temperature 
difference between the southwestern and 
northeastern quadrants of a storm area. 

“The cold currents from the north are 
conunvally passing to the south and the 
warm southerly currents passing north 
create & cyclonic whirl of air currents 
which in turn causes friction and static.” 

Directional features of radio reception 
in a free balloon developed some inter- 
esting facts.
